The New York “Volve™ Afer Omahs Agaln

—PFrominent Men Who Own Saloons,

The New York Voice, which calle
itself the organ of the prohibition party,
renews ita attack on Omaha in last
week's issue. The town on the river is
said to be deop in the “mire of official
connivance with criminal and official
partnorabip with vice,” The Voice says:

“There are about ten open gambling
hells in Omaha running all the time,
except Bunday, and the city authorities
make no effort to enforce the state law
against them, but on the contrary have
liconsed thew, us has already  been
described in the Voice. The writer
made the ‘rounds’ of these open gambling
hells on a recent Saturday night and
found them all doing a rushing busi-
neas, The rooms wbove the Diammond
suloon seemed to be the best patronized,
and there were fully 300 men in there,
most of whom were under thirty years
of age. The rooms above Hornberger's
old saloon were crowded, as also the
rooms over Foley's, the ‘Turf Exchange'
and the ‘Senate.”
